TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please Your Majesty, 

I have the honour to present to Your Majesty my annual Report 
on the condition and progress of Queen’s College, Belfast, during 
the academic year 1896-97, a year which will atways he marked 
among us with a white stone, as one of the most eventful and 
memorable in the annals of the College. 

Triennial Visitation. 

Early in the Session a Triennial Visitation was held, and, as the 
evidence laid before the Visitors brought out, in a succinct and 
authoritative form, the condition of our affairs, I cannot do better 
than recapitulate its main heads in this report. The Visitors 
present were — the Marquess of Duffei in and Ava, who presided; the 
Master of the Rolls in Ireland (the Right Hon. Andrew Marshall 
Porter, M.A.,LL.D.), the Right Hon. Thomas Sinclair, M.A., D.Lit.; 
the President of the Royal College of Surgeons (Mr. (now Sir) 
William Thomson, M.D.), the President of the Royal College of 
Physicians (Mr. (now Sir) George Duffy, M.D.), the Bishop of 
Down, Connor and Droinore (the Right Rev. T. J. Welland, D.D.), 
and the President of the Association of Non-Subscribing Pres- 
byterians (Rev. John Miskimin). 

The total number of men on the College books, as having 
received their education within its walls, was reported as 5,571. 
The sessional attendance up to the date of the Visitation showed 
a substantial increase as compared with the corresponding period 
of the previous year, in which, again, there was an increase on 
the numbers of the preceding session. 

A most favourable account of the diligence of the students was 
given to the Visitors. A list of tlie mere notable successes 
gained by them since last Visitation was handed in, in which such 
academic triumphs were chronicled as the gaining of three Senior 
Wranglersliips at Cambridge, many brilliant successes of Law 
Students at King’s Inns and the Temple, and of Arts, Medical, and 
Engineering Students at the Royal University and elsewhere.

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Most satisfactory accounts were given of the state of discipline 
in the College. The fact, among others, was elicited, that for 
seven years only one arraignment of a student before the Council 
had taken place. 

Inquiries were made by the Visitors into the results of the 
education given in the College. One interesting point was 
brought out in reply, viz., that of the present staff, including 
president, professors, deans, lecturers, and demonstrators, four- 
teen are our own alumni. It was also reported that in Belfast 
and all over Ulster former students of Queen’s College are to 
he found almost everywhere, in the pulpit, at the bar, in the 
consulting room and hospital, in colleges and high schools, in 
the solicitor’s office, in large engineering works, and in the 
counting house. In London there was reported to be a large 
colony of them, many of whom occupy very influential positions 
in the literary or scientific world, while abroad the names of 
such men as Hart, Barbour, Russell, and Godkin recall the 
services which have been rendered to the crown and the country 
by men educated here. 

In answer to the question put by Lord Uufferin — “Do you 
find that the principle of united education, on which the College 
was founded, works beneficially 1 " — I made the following reply, 
which I think it right to embody in this Report, inasmuch as 
the facts stated in it are not as generally known as they should 
he : — 

“ The best way, my lord, in which I can answer that question is 
by giving you a few facts. In the first place, on the staff of this 
College all the prevailing religious denominations are represented — . 
Roman Catholic, Episcopalian, Presbyterian, Unitarian, Methodist, 
and Moravian — and to say that perfect harmony prevails among the 
professors is to understate the truth. The difference in creed makes 
no difference whatever in friendship or collaboration. There was 
never a more thoroughly united body of men, I believe, in any College. 
Of the students I may make the same report. Among them also all 
the religious denominations found in the North of Ireland are repre- 
sented, but there is never the semblance of dissension. As with the 
professors, so with the students, the difference of creed makes no 
difference whatever. I should like to' give the Visitors the following 
figures, which I think it is important for thorn and the publio 
to know : — Up to the end of last session the total number of 
men educated in this College was 6,571. Of this total 3,483 were 
Presbyterians. That number is not unduly large when you consider 
that the College stands In the capital of Ulster. Those of other 
denominations amounted to 2,088, including Roman Catholics, Episco- 
palians, Methodists, Unitarians — indeed, all other denominations to be 
found in Ulster. It is one great glory, my lord, of this College that 
it stands on tins broad foundation, making no distinction of creed 
or sect in its professors or its students, but opening its doors, its 
classes, its honours, to all sections of Her Majesty’s subjects, without 
any distinction whatsoever. Of that great glory I, for one, hope it will 
never be deprived.” 

At the conclusion of the Visitation the noble Marquess, wnose 
presence, I need scarcely say, gave extreme satisfaction to the 
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entire College, and whose conduct of the proceedings left nothing 
to he desired, announced the finding of the Visitors as follows : — 

“ Air. President and Gentlemen, 

11 1 have been requested by my fellow Visitors to express to you 
their extreme satisfaction at the results of our present Visitation. The 
questions which we have put to the President have been very search- 
ing questions, and they have heen answered in a most satisfactory 
manner. Especially, I was glad to learn so excellent a report both of 
the diligence and the discipline of the students, for with diligence and 
discipline combined such an institution as this cannot fail to flourish. 
And the proof that this satisfactory state of things exists is to be 
found in the gratifying enumeration which the President has been able 
to make to us of the number of distinguished persons -which this 
College has sent forth into the world, reflecting the honour, the 
intellect, and the high principles of Ulstermen. I cannot also help 
expressing my personal satisfaction at seeing a category of alumni that 
were not present the last time 1 had the honour of standing upon this 
platform. I have seen them, but I do not thiuk I have heard their 
voices so distinctly as those of their male colleagues. I have not come 
here to prolong these proceedings, taut merely as the mouthpiece of the 
Visitors who sit beside me on either hand, and I can assure yon that 
one and all of us have been immensely gratified by to-day’s celebration 
and by the proceedings at which we have assisted. It is impossible to 
look at all the young faces that are seated opposite, so intelligent, so 
representative as they are, without auspicating for the future of our 
country the happiest fortunes.” 



Resignation of Professor Everett. 

At the commencement of last session Professor Everett, who for 
tnirty years had held the Professorship of Natural Philosophy, 
intimated to me his desire to resign his chair. I cannot better 
express the feeling which prevailed in the College when his re- 
tirement was announced than by quoting a Minute which the 
Council unanimously adopted — a Minute in the terms of which 
I most cordially concur. It is as follows : — 

Resolved — “That the Council of Queen’s College, Belfast, regret 
that Dr. Everett has, after a faithful service of thirty years, resigned 
the chair of Natural Philosophy in this College : they place on record 
their deep sense of his great abilities and attainments, and of Ms 
zealous and assiduous discharge of his various duties as a Professor and 
an Examiner, and assure him that ho carries with him into his retire- 
ment their respect and sympathy, and their sincere hope that he may 
long enjoy a well earned repose.” 

N or was the sorrow felt at the loss of his valuable services 
confined to the College. So widely was it shared by many in 
the city that a meeting, representing alike the academic and 
civic elements in our community, was summoned to consider in 
what way the high esteem in which he is held and the regret 
felt at his resignation could most fitly be expressed. At this it 
was unanimously resolved that he should be asked to allow his 
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portrait to be painted and bung in the College. A Committee 
was appointed for the purpose consisting of the following : —

So warmly was the project taken up that its success was 
at once assured, and we hope, therefore, to have the great satisfac- 
tion of soon possessing on the College walls a permanent memo- 
rial of one of the most accomplished of the many eminent men 
whom it has been our good fortune to number amongst our 
Professors. 

For the chair rendered vacant by Dr. Everett's retirement 
there were many candidates, out of whom it was with 
great satisfaction wo learned that Your Majesty’s choice had 
fallen upon Mr. William Blair Morton, M.A., Junior Fellow of the 
Royal University. Not only is he another of our own alumni 
who have been found worthy to occupy a professor’s chair, but 
his highattainments in physical science and his proved ability as a 
lecturer unite to assure us that in him wo shall have a most 
worthy and valuable addition to our collegiate body. Mr. Morton 
dai iug his career here distanced all other competitors in mathe- 
matical and physical science, being uniformly at the head of his 
year in those subjects. From this Oollega ho went to St. John's 
College, Cambridge, where again he easily held his own, being 
placed in the first division of first class at the various College 
examinations, and finally gaining his degree with a very high 
wranglerahip in the mathematical tripos of 1392. At the Royal 
University of Ireland his career was equally brilliant. Ho took 
his B.A. degree with first of first honours in mathematics and 
mathematical physics ; his M.A. also with first honours ; gained 
the mathematical studentship, and finally, in 1894, the junior 
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fellowship in mathematical science. This singularly brilliant 
career is certainly sufficient guarantee of Professor Morton’s 
knowledge of the subject which he has now to teach in his old 
College, and it is now fitly consummated by his election to his 
present high office. 

New Departments, 

Two new and important departments were opened during last 
Session, viz. : — a department of Ophthalmology and Otology under 
the charge of Dr. W . A. M'Keown, and a department of Sanitary 
Science under the joint care of Dr. E. A. Letts and Dr. Henry 
Whitaker. The former class had an attendance of 29 students and 
the latter of 36. 

Honours and Successes. 

During the year our students continued to take the same high 
places at the examinations of the Royal University and other 
learned bodies which they have long succeeded in gaining. In an 
appendix to this Report will be found full lists of the various 
honours which they have won. 

Reports of the Deans of Residences. 

I beg to submit to Your Majesty the following reports which 
I have received from the Deans of Residences, whose zealous and 
disinterested labours deserve all praise.

President, — In answer to your request to be f unlisted 
with a Report respecting the students of the Church of Ireland, Q.C.B., 

I have much pleasure in stating that I have again to express my 
approval of their conduct whilst pursuing their studies in the various 
departments of the College. At the opening of the Session special 
services were held, and sermons addressed to students were delivered, 
On this occasion the preacher was the Rev. Canon H. S. O’Hara, 
Vicar of Sb. Ann’s. The Deans joined in the services held for their 
respective denominations, and have also been happy to promote the 
work of the Queen’s College Christian Union. This Society is of great 
use in forming a centre for more aacred thoughts and habits than are 
contemplated in secular studies. It has held three weekly meetings 
during the Session, and has also had special meetings under the sanction 
of the Deans. One of these meetings was in connection with the Irish 
Branch of the * British College Christian Union.’ Meetings of the lady 
students have also been held weekly through the session, and the new 
and commodious Union Buildings have been used with great advantage 
for committee and ordinary meetings, without interfering with the 
chief objects of those buildings. Altogether I venture to hope that the 
progress of our students in Q C.B. is steadily advancing, not only in 
academic work, but also in the wisdom which cometh from above.

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Celebration of the Jubilee of the College. 

The past year was rendered memorable by the celebration of 
the Jubilee of the foundation of the College. This occasion had. 
been looked forward to for a long time with most pleasurable 
anticipations, and these, I am happy to say, were far exceeded in 
the result. The week in January ]ast, which was occupied by 
the various proceedings of the eommeni oration, will long be 
remembered, alike ior the delightful enthusiasm with which 
professors and students united in showing their devotion to the 
College, ior the loyal affection to it exhibited on the occasion 
by our alumni all over the world, and last, hut not least, for 
the heartiness with which the people of Belfast co-operated with 
the College authorities in successfully and worthily carrying out 
the programme which had been arranged. 

It was a matter of very special satisfaction to us that His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant graced these celebrations with 
his presence, and manifested the deepest interest in them. The 
weighty and sympathetic words which he uttered on the occasion 
will not soon pass away from our minds. On the first day of the 
proceedings he said — " I confess I think it is a great honour to 
me that the first public work which I have had to perform in 
this the sixtieth year of Her Majesty’s reign has been in connection 
with a society such as this, which is known not only in Ireland, 
but all over the kingdom, and far beyond this kingdom, as one 
which reflects the greatest honour upon Ireland, and upon all 
those who are connected with it.” The honour done to us by 
His Excellency we felt to be very great, and it added in no small 
degree to our pleasure that Her Excellency the Countess Cadogan 
accompanied him on the occasion. 

We had the honour of welcoming many other distinguished 
guests, who, in some eases at much inconvenience and from great 
distances, came to testify their sympathy with us and our work.

the Marquess of Londonderry, who has often shown himself our 
staunch and steadfast friend ; Field-Marshal Lord Roberts of 
Candahar ; the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Belfast, 
representing the civic community ; and, along with them, 
representatives of the University of Dublin, the University of 
Edinburgh, the University of Glasgow, and other seats of learning, 
all joying in. our joy, and strengthening and heartening ns by 
their presence and cordial and appreciative words.

A special feature of the celebrations was the inauguration of 
our Union. It was opened by the Lord Lieutenant on the 19th 
January, and thus an enterprise, which, begun in 1892, had been 
nearly five years in hand, and had, during that time, engrossed 
much of the thought and time of its projectors, was brought to a 
happy and successful issue. Now that our labours in connection 
witli its establishment are over, I cannot but gratefully ac- 
knowledge the valuable and zealous services of the gentlemen 
who constituted the Executive Committee to whom its erection 
was entrusted.

Nor can I pass away from the subject without alluding to the 
efforts of another body of labourers to whom not a little of the 
success which crowned the enterprise is unquestionably due, I 
mean the ladies of Ulster who, headed by the Marchioness of 
Londonderry, rallied so splendidly to the support of the project, and, 
by means of the Fancy Fair which they organised and carried out, 
increased the funds far beyond the expectation ofthe mostsanguine

One other acknowledgment I feel constrained to make before 
finally taking leave of this subject. When the Union project 
was in its infancy a movement was in progress for the erection of a 
memorial to a former student of the College, who had passed away 
amid widespread lamentation — Mi-. Hans M'Mordie, M.A., LL.D. 
A member of the Irish 13ar, he not only r - ose to high distinction 
in his profession, but, maintaining a deep interest in his alma 
mater, was appointed a member of the Senate of the Queen’s 
University, and. for several years took a prominent part in its 
work. When he died, the first idea of his friends was to found a 
memorial Scholarship in the College, but, when the Union 
was projected, so impressed were they with the advantages likely 
to accrue from it, and so sure that Mr. M'Morclie, were he living, 
would be one of its most ardent supporters, that they agreed to 
devote the money which had been raised to aid in its establish- 
ment, on the condition that one of the chief rooms in the 
building should bear the name of M'Mordie, and accordingly I 
had the pleasure, in the course of the past year, of receiving from 
their treasurer, Mr. J. Taylor Blackwood, J.P., Ulster Bank, Belfast, 
a cheque for £615 13s. 6<f. being the amount of the funds which 
had been subscribed, with interest, and now the M'Mordie Hall 
will in all time perpetuate the name and memory of Hans 
M'Mordie. The total amount raised for the establishment of the 
Union exceeded £6,000. 

The building, on the occupation of which graduates and under- 
graduates have now entered, is acknowledged by all who have 
seen it to be not only a most handsome and well-designed structure, 
but admirably adapted to the purposes which it is intended to 
serve. It contains a Reading-room, rooms for the meetings of the 
various College Societies and Clubs, and a most commodious 
Dining Hall. The catering for this last was, I am glad to say, 
undertaken, at our request, by the Irish Temperance League 
on the lines of their well-known Lombard Cafd, and is giving 
the greatest satisfaction and proving of the utmost benefit to the 
students. Thera are also in the building recreation-rooms of 
various kinds, bath-room, lavatories, a bicycle stable, etc. The 
result of the labours of the Architect, M.r. Robert Cochrane, US. A., 
F.R.I.B.A., cannot be too highly spoken of, and the builders 
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Messrs. J. anrl R. Thompson, carried out their contract to the 
entire satisfaction of the Committee. 

Graduates and undergraduates to the number of 252 have up 
to this date enrolled themselves as members of the Union, 72 
of these being life, and 180 annual, members. In the course 

of an address to the students, on the night of its opening, I said 

" I am sure you will use this place wisely and well. I am sure 
we shall never have cause to regret having planned and got it. 
You enter upon its enjoyment at an epoch-making period in the 
life of the College, with all the stirring history of the past fifty 
years crowding upon your memories, with the acclamations and 
congratulations of the year of Jubilee ringing in your ears, and a 
new era in the progress of your alma mater opening before yon, 
and calling ou you to emulate the deeds and the tame of those 
who have trodden our cloisters and sat in our class-rooms, and 
have now won for themselves fame and honour. I know you 
will feel and act as the heirs of such a glorious heritage ought.” 
I am glad to he able to report that for so far the anticipations thus 
expressed have been quite borne out. In visiting the Union 
from time to time I have been mucli pleased to observe the 
decorum and good order which prevail within its walls, and to 
hear on every side of the advantages which it is conferring upon 
all connected, with it.

Opening of New Laboratories. 

Another new block of buildings was opened by His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant during his visit in January last. It is 
devoted to the study and teaching of Physiology and Pathology. 
The funds for its erection wore supplied by the Treasury, and it 
is amply equipped for the important purposes which it is 
intended to serve. In addition to lecture-rooms it contains

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practical class - rooms, laboratories, culture - room, professor’s 
rooms, &c. In connection ’with its opening an important address 
■was delivered by Lord Lister, the illustrious apostle of anti- 
septic surgery, and from this I must here transcribe a sentence 
or two in which, with all the authority of his great knowledge 
and high position, he speaks of the importance of having an 
Belfast a thoroughly equipped department of this kind : 

“Such an establishment,” he said, “ is calculated to be of enormous 
advantage to the North of Ireland. The advantages will be of 
various kinds. In the first place, the buildings will be of very great 
assistance to the medical practitioner in forming his diagnosis of the 
disease of the patient he has to treat. In these days the knowledge of 
pathology has made immense advances ; and, at the same time, along 
with these advances in pathological knowledge, there is increased 
complexity in the methods of examining pathological objects. 
Section cutting, staining, microscopic examination — these are 
matters of the utmost moment, and yet for the general practitioner 
there may be neither the apparatus nor the time requisite for that kind 
of investigation. It will, therefore, he of immense advantage to the 
practitioner, when he lias removed or in any way has obtained a 
portion of morbid growth, to send that portion to a central institution 
like this, and have absolutely definite information as to the precise 
nature of the disease with which lie has to deal. Then, as regards 
the bacteriological department — there, again, diagnosis will he im- 
mensely facilitated. Y Ou are, I dare say, all aware that the diagnosis 
of diphtheria can now be made by bacteriological examination. It is 
of the greatest importance in the treatment of a case of diphtheria that 
the case should he distinctly defined — that it should be known with 
certainty whether it is true diphtheria, or whether it is a disease which 
closely simulates it, and might deceive the most experienced practi- 
tioner, and yet have none of the deadly characteristics of true diph- 
theria. Now, for the future, any medical practitioner in the North of 
Ireland will only have to send, in a suitable little tube, a little of the 
false membrane in the case with which he is dealing, and in a very 
short time he will be sent back a bacteriologicaUy-made diagnosis of 
whether it is a case of true diphtheria or not. Then, with reference 
to what is perhaps more immediately connected — or may be thought to 
be so — with the objects of this college — such an institute will be of 
immenso help in the training of the students in their education for the 
medical profession. In this institute the student will have the oppor- 
tunity of practically studying the various forms of morbid growths and 
of diseaso and of the nature of microbes. These are days in which the 
subjects of medical examination are becoming more and more complex, , 
and the student is too much tempted to get up his knowledge in a 
superficial way, cramming it to satisfy the examiner rather than to 
obtain thorough-going practical information. That is more especially 
the case when the student is examined not by his own teachers, under 
whom he can work with some confidence that his labour will not be 
thrown away with refex’ouce to that really subordinate, but in his 
eyes vastly important matter, the passing of his examination. Indepen- 
dently altogether of the difficulty a student may have in preparing for 
examination by strangers, the great complexity of this subject at pre- 
sent makes it of immense importance that there should be afforded 
practical opportunities of becoming acquainted with disease. These 
opportunities a student will have in this institute, and I should not say 
disease only, but, in the physiological department, health also 
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While we have been thus provided by the State with a most 
suitable building for the work of this very important depart- 
ment of College work, much still remains to be done for it. 
There ought to be in the College a properly endowed and fully 
equipped Chair of Pathology and Bacteriology, and I sincerely 
wish that someone possessed of the means would emulate the 
example of those public-spirited and generous men wbo in 
Aberdeen, Liverpool, and other places, have immortalised them- 
selves by devoting large sums to this object there. I know of 
no purpose to which anyone anxious to benefit his fellowmen 
could better devote a little money than one such as this, whose 
aim is the prevention and cure of disease, the alleviation of 
human suffering, and the preservation of human life. As show- 
ing the necessity for such a development of the department as I 
have indicated, I have received the following letter from Dr. 
J. Lorrain Smith, our accomplished Lecturer in Pathology and 
Bacteriology, who is also Pathologist to the Royal Hospital, and 
Examiner in Pathology in the Royal University. It speaks for 
itself, and I trust will not speak in vain. 

" Queen’s College, Belfast, 

“June Slst, 1897. 

“ Dear Mr. President, — The Session which is now about to close 
is the third during which I have conducted the department of Pathology 
in the College. My experience during this period leads me to lay before 
you the following short statement. 

“ For the last two Sessions I have had the advantages afforded by the 
new Laboratory, and with this addition to its resources, it has become 
possible to realise, in a measure, the position which the department 
should talce in the Medical School of Belfast. 

“ Soon after I had been appointed Lecturer in Pathology, I was asked 
by a number of former students of the College to arrange for post- 
Graduate teaching in Bacteriology. The courses which I have given, in 
compliance with this request, have been largely attended, and a con- 
siderable number of those who received this introduction to the higher 
pathology have subsequenty given their attention to pathological 
research. The new Laboratory is now fully occupied in providing lor 
the demands thus brought upon it. 

“ The importance to our Medical School of supplying the requisite 
facilities for the prosecution of research in Pathology has been recognised 
as beyond dispute. If, however, the work of the department is to pro- 
ceed in the manner described, provision must bo made for its endow- 
ment and maintenance on a larger scale than that which sufficed at an 
earlier period. The departments of Anatomy and Physiology have 
recently been provided, more or less adequately, with the means of under- 
taking the duties which fall to them, and I would bog to point out the 
necessity for placing the department of Pathology on a similar footing. 
At present it occupies the position of having to undertake duties and 
responsibilities similar to those of the departments just mentioned with- 
out the corresponding means for meeting the demands involved in so 
doing.

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The Librauy. 



During the year 697 books and 136 other publications were 
added to the Collage Library, or 832 volumes in all. Moat of 
these were purchased, but. for a considerable number we were 
indebted to the kindness of alumni or other friends. A full list 
of the donations will be found in the appendix to this Report, 
but I must here mention the following gifts as deserving 
of special notice — a copy of his Speeches delivered in India , 
presented by the Marquess of Duff'erin and Ava; thirty-two 
volumes from the library of the late Professor Thomas Andrews, 
E.R.S., Vice-President of this College and Professor of Chemistry, 
presented by his widow ; a sumptuous edition of the works of 
Galileo Galxlei, presented by the Minister of Public Instruction, 
Rome ; the Transactions of the Boyal Academy of Medicine in 
Ireland, presented by the President and Council of the Academy; 
Records of the Ideological Survey of India, presented by His 
Excellency the Governor General of India ; Rasakusumakar, 
by the Hon. Maharaja Pratap Malayan Singh, Bahadur of 
Ayodhya, presented by the author ; and a complete .set of the 
Challenger Reports, in 60 volumes, presented by the Treasury. 
The Library is now estimated to contain nearly 55,000 volumes. 

During the year a Professors’ Reading-room -was arranged and 
opened. On its tables the various literary and scientific journals 
are now laid on publication. 

I have the satisfaction of reporting that the new Catalogue of 
the books in the Library, to the preparation of which I have 
referred in previous Reports, has now been completed and issued. 
It is a large volume of 981 pp., and has been compiled under the 
supervision of Dr. Albert Ludwig Meissner, our accomplished 
Librarian, who had the assistance of Mr. Wm. Morgan as Library 
Clerk. In the revision of the MS, he also received valuable aid 
from Mr. Wm. Taylor, Assistant Librarian, whose long service 
has made him familiar with all departments of the Library, and 
from Mr. John Boyd, who personally supervised the printing. 
The printers were Messrs. Alexander Mayne and Boyd, upon 
whom the work reflects the highest credit. The preparation of 
the Catalogue has altogether occupied about five years. It will 
be of enormous assistance to all who use the Library.

All tnese were compiled by the Rev. George Hill. There 
was further published a Catalogue of Classical Books and W orhs 
relating to Patristic Literature. 8vo; issued in 1877, pp. 107. 
This was compiled by Professor Dougan assisted by Mrs, 
MacDouall, 
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The Library Committee, which consists of Professors Everett, 
Cuming, Dougan, MacMullan, Cunningham, Letts, Sinclair' 
and Symington, with the Librarian and myself, met regularly 
during last Session and bestowed much attention on the 
Library. 

The Museums, 

All the Museums have been well maintained during the year. 
A considerable number of valuable specimens have been pur- 
chased for the Natural History Museum, which has also been 
enriched by various presentations. The Medical Museum, the re- 
arrangement and cataloguing of which are in progress under 
the care of the Curator, T)r. Symington, received during the 
year valuable donations from Professor Byers, Professor Sinclair, 
Dr. St. George (Lisburn), Dr. H. R. Irwin, Dr. W. M. Elliott, Dr. J. 
Lorrain Smith, and the Curator. 

The Students’ Societies 

Have been vigorously carried on during the year, the “ Literary 
and Scientific Society” under the presidency of Mr. Henry Hanna, 
B.A., LL.B., and the “Medical Students’ Association” under that 
of Dr. Thomas Houston. 

The Extension of University Teaching. 

Although our local scheme for the Extension of University 
Teaching is not officially or formally connected with the College, 
yet, as it is carried out on strict University line3 by University 
men, and as many of its lectures are given in the College, I may 
here briefly summarise its proceedings during the past Session. 
Courses of lectures on the following subjects were delivered in 
Belfast: — “The French Literature of the Eighteenth Century,” by 
Professor Meissner, Ph.D. ; “ Robert Browning and his Teaching,” 
by Rev. S. M'Comb, B.D. ; “ John Ruskm and his Message 
for the Age,” by Rev. R. W. Seaver, M.A., B.U. ; 
and “ Light and other Ether waves,” by Mr. (now Professor) 
W. B. Morton, M.A. Three Courses were given in neigh- 
bouring towns, viz: — one in Ban bridge, on “English 
Literature,” by Mr. W. S. Johnson, MA. ; one in Lisburn, 
on "English History and Literature in the eighteenth Century,” 
by Rev. E. I. Fripp, M.A. ; and one in Lurgan, on "John Buskin,” 
by Rev. R. W. Seaver, M.A., B.D. The Astronomical Section of 
the Society held regular meetings during the winter, and here 
interesting and useful discussions took place. An Examination, 
at which our medal and certificates were awarded, was held at 
the close of each Course. 



Obituary. 

During the Session the deaths of the following alumni of the 
College were heard of with deep regret : — Professor J. E. C. Mnnro, 
Manchester ; The Rev. Alexander Patton, M, A., D.D., Bangor ;

On March 15 th a portrait of one of the most eminent of our alumni, 
Sir Wm. MacCormac, M.A., M.D, D.Sc., President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, England, (upon whom your Majesty has since 
then been pleased to confer the honour of a Baronetcy, to the 
great satisfaction of all belonging to his old College), was unveiled 
by the Marquess of Dufferin and Ava. The artist in this case 
was Mr. H. Harris Brown, and the Executive Committee in 
charge of the project was constituted as follows : —

A third painting came to us in May last— a portrait of the late 
Professor J ohn Stevelly, LL.D., the first Professor of Natural Philo- 
sophy in the College, presented to us by his son Mr. Robert 
Sankey Stevelly, B.A., one of IT. M. Inspectors of Schools in Eng- 
land. It is a great pleasure to all in the College to see so many 
memorials of men who have long been held in honour among us 
hung upon our walls. 
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New Buildings Required. 

In my last Report I alluded to the need of additional buildings 
for several important departments of the College. I mentioned 
especially three much required additions— a Physical Laboratory, 
a Biological Laboratory, and the completion ofthe block of build- 
ings devoted to Chemistry, which was commenced but has beenlefb 
unfinished. Nothing has been clone during the year to supply 
these urgent wants. Y et, as I said a year ago — 

“ I feel bound to say that the College suffers severely in more ways 
than one, and Professors and students endure much inconvenience, 
because of the want of the three buildings to which I here refer. 
Physical Laboratory, strange to say, we have none, save such as can 
be roughly improvised in a lecture room. A Biological Laboratory is 
also non-existent — the Professor being obliged to utilise for the 
purpose a comer of the anatomical dissecting room when he can get it. 
And the inconvenience and loss caused by the delay in completing the 
chemical buildings, by the erection of the lecture theatre arranged for 
when they were begun, can only be properly understood by those who 
have tried the experiment of endeavouring to he in two different places 
at the same time. Professor, demonstrator, attendants, and students 
are kept flitting about daily from the old lecture theatre to the new 
buildings, and hack from the new buildings to the old, and not only 
moving themselves, but taking delicate and easily-injured apparatus 
along with them. I therefore most earnestly urge the im m ediate pro- 
vision of these three requisite additions. Row that the people of 
Belfast are manifesting a laud able interest in the affairs of the College — 
an interest which will, I hope, increase from year to year with the 
increase of the city and our ever-growing needs — I trust that the State 
will extend a judicious encouragement to the exercise of local benefi- 
cence by dealing in a liberal spirit with such necessities as I have now 
mentioned. So long as the College is connected with the State, by 
which it was founded, the State has a duty to discharge towards it, a 
duty which is laid down in the Colleges Act, and will, I trust, he 
recognised more clearly and discharged more vigorously as the years 
roll on ; and, on the other hand, as lias well been said — 1 The provision 
of State protection should never be permitted to absorb the self-reliance 
or to supersede the self-action of the community in promoting the 
education and elevation of the people,’ Instead of being regarded as a 
reason for standing aloof from helping the College, State aid should 
surely rather prove a stimulus and an encouragement to exertion on its 
behalf." 

Ora Funds. 

I regret to he obliged to say that the funds which are at the disposal 
of the College for the support of the various scientific departments 
are proving so insufficient that these departments are suffering 
seriously. When it is remembered how enormously science has ad- 
vanced during the past half century, several sciences, having, it may be 
said, been created within that period, and all having developed very 
materially, and when the fact is borne in mind that the annual grant 
for the maintenance of the College has remained at the , same figure 
during all those years, this deficiency ought not to be surprising. Within 
the last five years alone, five entirely new scientific departments have 
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been established, in the College, and several wliich -were previously in 
existence have been so expanded that they might almost be said to be new 
also. The additional buildings which have been erected necessitate also 
additional expenditure. With all the economy which the Council can 
exercise they have not been able adequately to meet these increasing 
demands, and yet we recognise that unless we keep pace with the 
advance of the timc3 our labours must he shorn of much of their use- 
fulness and value. I feel it to be my duty to represent this serious 
condition of tilings to Your Majesty, and I trust that measures may be 
devised for meeting it, so that the good work in which the College is 
engaged, and which, I take leave to say, it has done and is doing with 
such remarkable success, and at a cost to the publio purse so small, may 
not be hampered or crippled. 

A. Hall of Residence. 

Several years ago, in my annual Report, I mentioned the fact 
that while, at the foundation of tile College, the erection within 
it of Halls of Residence for students was contemplated, and pro- 
vision made for their establishment and governance, no step in 
this direction has ever been taken. My attention has been 
recalled to this matter by the following admirable letter, which 
I have received from Professor Dill, than whom no one is better 
qualified to speak on such a subject : — 

11 Deah Mr. President, — At a pleasant luncheon party some weeks 
ago in the new Students’ Union, the question was raised whether a 
Hall of Residence was not a necessary complement to the Union 
which your efforts have so successfully established. It has often 
occurred to me in the last few years that, without such a Hall, our 
College will always fall short of the highest ideal of what College life 
should he, and, on the occasion I have referred to, I was pleased to see 
that the opinion of some of the students, who seemed to know most of 
their fellows, tended to the same conclusion. 

“ The rather solitary student life, which is the characteristic of the 
Scotch Colleges, as well as of our own, has of course produced many 
strong and successful men. In men of great parts and powerful 
character, it may even be more favourable to intense and concentrated 
work than the more social life of the English Universities. Yet the 
testimony of the world, and of all who have enjoyed the under-graduate 
life of the great Universities, is almost unanimous in favour of the 
cenobitic system. It may, and often does, lead men to devote less 
time to books and more to society, than they would do if they lived in 
separate lodging-houses. Here and there, a man may be tempted into 
trifling and idleness. Yet the results of the social system have been 
found to be compatible with sound, steady industry, and to provide a 
stimulus and support of which the solitary student often feels the need 
intensely. The experience of the best men at Oxford or Cambridge, I 
think, would be that the close association of a number of able men 
engaged in the same pursuits, and communicating freely their diffi- 
culties and individual experience, is quite as valuable as the formal 
prelections of the class-room. In such free, untrammelled intercourse, 
a man takes the measure of his own knowledge and abilities ; vanity is 
repressed ; nervous self-distrust is often banished by the discovery of 
one’s real power ; above all, a man learns the most important of all 
arts, how to impress himself on other men, and how to accommodate 
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himself to characters and opinions different from his own. From long 
observation of young men, I am persuaded that many a career is spoilt 
by the want of an early training in the art of living and working with 
others. Solitary study may produce the man of encyclopaedic learning, 
but it often fails to produce the skilled administrator, the sympathetic 
teacher, the persuasive advocate. 

“ But I should expect the proposed Hall to do quite as much for the 
position and reputation of the College as for the character and 
success of its students The attachment of an Oxford or Cambridge 
man to his College is founded, not nearly so much on the direct teaching 
he has received within its walls, as on the memories of pleasant social 
life. He looks on his College as a second home of his youth, where his 
best and most enduring friendships were formed, where his boyish 
character was moulded and strengthened, where his ideals, personal or 
social, first shaped themselves. 

“ He looks back on his time at College, not as a mere round of lectures, 
hard solitary study, and ever recurring examinations, hut a3 the happiest 
period of his life, when hard work was lightened by sympathy, common 
enthusiasms, and all the indescribable charm which surrounds the society 
of young men, before generous rivalry has given place to the anxieties of 
hard struggle and selfish ambition. Even under our present system, I 
do not doubt that there is something of the life which I have faintly 
attempted to describe. But I feel sure that by living within the same 
walls and assisting one another from day to day, our students may 
carry away far pleasanter and more lasting feelings of affection to their 
alma mater than they at present can entertain. 

u Of the ways and means of providing such a Hall of Residence, 
you are a more competent judge than I can be. The cost of a building 
for sixty students should not exceed £14,000. If each student were 
charged for bis rooms £8 for the session, I believe a sufficient number 
would readily pay such a sum. The £480 so obtained would probably 
suffice to pay a staff of servants, and to secure a resident tutor or 
dean. The new Union seems to bo quite capable of supplying the 
residents in the Hall with common meals at a very moderate cost. I 
have little doubt that, if the Hall were once erected, it would be 
self-supporting. And I feel perfectly certain that its establishment 
would do moro for the fame of the College, and for the happiness of 
the students, than anything which by your tact and energy yon havo 
yet obtained for us.

I sincerely wish that something could be done in the direction, 
indicated in this letter. Professor Dill's experience, first as a 
student at this College, subsequently as a student, and later on as 
a Fellow and Lecturer, in Oxford, and now as a Professor in 
Belfast, has given him exceptional opportunities of forming a 
wise opinion on this question. I know that his views are widely 
shared, and it would afford me the deepest satisfaction if the 
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means were placed at our disposal for making a beginning in 
the direction indicated by him. An admirable site could be 
procured in the College grounds, and I have ascertained from 
Mr. R. Cochrane, F.R.I.B.A., the Architect of the Board of Works in 
charge of our northern district, whose high professional skill is 
always freely at our disposal when we require it, that a properly 
equipped building for the residence of sixty-four students, which 
might be a sufficient number to begin with, giving a study and 
bedroom to each man, could be erected for about £14,000 or 
£15,000. 

The Present Condition of Irish University Education. 

I consider that I should fail in my duty, and he untrue to my 
convictions, did I not state in this Report that in iny opinion the 
present condition, of University education in Ireland is unsatis- 
factory in the extreme. This is not the place for a discussion of 
the question in all its ramifications, but the time lias come when 
it is, in my judgment, quite necessary to say so much. As regards 
this College in particular, by the passing of the University 
Education (Ireland) Act of 1879, it was shorn of much of its power 
and usefulness, and the higher education, not only of the North of 
Ireland but of the whole country, has suffered, serious detriment 
to an extent which only those who are called, as we are, to deal 
practically with the matter every day, can fully realize or 
understand. I sincerely trust that an effort will bo made at an 
early period to undo, by wise legislation, the evil that has been 
clone. It is admitted, even by its enemies, that this College has 
done a great work for the country, and such is its inherent 
vitality, and so strong its position, that, notwithstanding the grave 
difficulties with which it has to contend, it is still doing work, as 
thisReport is itself sufficient to show, of which any College in the 
kingdom might be proud. It only needs to be placed by the State 
on such a basis as, in the estimation of all thinking men among us, 
it ought to occupy, to rise in a generation or two to a most com- 
manding position in the country. Apart from our own particular 
interests, also, no one who has understanding of the times can 
fail to see that Ireland generally needs such a re-adjustment of 
the machinery of University education as will enable all Irishmen, 
both in the North and the South of the island, to enjoy, if they 
will, the advantages of true University life and culture without 
impediment of any kind. 



Conclusion. 

I cannot better close this Report than by quoting the following 
eloquent words spoken by the Marquess of Dufferin and Ava at 
the Jubilee Banquet held in the College on 20th January last — 
words which breathe an all too generous estimate of our labours, 
but of which, coming as they do from one so competent to 
pronounce upon them, we may be pardoned for feeling some- 
what proud. 
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“We are all proud of this College— proud of its President and its 
Professors, both past and present, many of them men of world-wide 
fame — proud of the distinction acquired by its former alumni, of their 
early triumphs as senior wranglers at the English Universities, of 
the multitude of. their exhibitions, and of the great reputation and 
high position which so many of them have subsequently attained in 
various walks of life. We are equally proud of the good conduct, in- 
dustry, and gentlemanlike bearing of its present pupils — qualities 
which have been amply verified during our recent Visitation ; and, if 
possible, we are prouder still of the deep roots this institution has 
struck in the affections of the province, of the confidence placed by the 
parents of the students in its high moral and Christian tone, and of 
the perfect good-fellowship and harmony which prevail amongst the 
various religious denominations which pursue their united studies 
beneath its roof with the single-hearted desire of doing honour to 
their common country. Interested so profoundly as we know Your 
Excellency to he in everything that affects the welfare of Ireland, and 
especially in the education of her people, we cannot but hope that you 
will have recognised in what you saw yesterday, and in the indications 
which environ you to-night, with what a full, rich volume of self-generated 
energy and vitality this noblo institution is instinct. Every day it is 
becoming more and more apparent that a sound education, applied to 
proper objects, is the secret of all material superiority, whether in the 
domain of peaco or war, or in that of commercial, manufacturing, or 
agricultural enterprise. And, when I use the word education, I am 
not talking of mere attainments, but of that discipline of the mind, 
those habits of application, those powers of observation and analysis, 
that strenuous exercise of the faculties by each unit of the community, 
which, when combined in a common stream of tendency, renders a 
nation rich, prosperous, and pre-eminent. If, for example, certain 
French manufactures are more pleasing than our own, it is because the 
artistic taste of France has been better educated, and the artistic dex- 
terity of the French artificer in certain branches better trained than 
amongst ourselves. If Germany, as a commercial and manufacturing 
community, is treading upon our heels, it is because the entire mental 
atmosphere of Germany is saturated with a studious spirit, that 
German trading enterprise has called science to its aid, and that both 
the German commercial traveller and the German pioneer expert are 
frequently better equipped, linguistically and otherwise, than many of 
their Irish or British colleagues. If such countries as Denmark and 
Wurtemburg, within the short space of five and twenty years, have 
risen from the condition of the poorest agricultural States in Europe 
to that of almost the best-to-do and most prosperous of any, it is 
because, by a well-considered and far-reaching scheme of instruction, 
their populations have been taught to extract from the soil the utmost 
it is capable of yielding, and to deal with its subsequent products with 
the most consummate skill. But it must be remembered that educa- 
tion does not spread upward from below, but, like other good gifts, 
descends from the higher ranges, and, consequently, this great College, 
in passing through its schools and classes, session after session and year 
after year, the youth of this Northern province — to whom, if I were 
not afraid of shocking their modesty, I would refer as that last and 
ultimate expression of human excellence, the Celticised Scot or the 
Scotticised Celt of Ulster— this College, I say, in thus dealing with 
such material, is contributing to the resources of the United Kingdom 
an element of intellectual strength and capacity, which, in combination, 
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•with the patriotic enthusiasm, and what we mast admit to he the 
nimbler intelligence of our Southern countrymen, is destined to place 
the British Empire under still greater obligations to the Irishmen of 
the future, even (and this is saying a big word) than it has already 
been to Irishmen of the past. But, quite apart from these larger con- 
siderations, there is another respect which induces all of us to regard 
the Queen’s College with especial gratitude and affection ; for, in addi- 
tion to the educational benefits which it has conferred upon successive 
generations of individual pupils, the very fact of so many highly-gifted 
professor’s — the representatives of every branch of humau learning — 
having taken up tlieir abode in the heart of this great city, has intro- 
duced into our busy work-a-day lives a refreshing literary and scientific 
clement, and has placed within our reach many intellectual resources 
which would have otherwise been unattainable, for I have been happy 
to observe — and it is a circumstance highly creditable to the social 
constituents of the locality — that the staff of the College, far from 
having subsided into an exclusive, esoteric, scholastic caste that holds 
aloof from the general life and interests of the city, have, on the con- 
trary, thoroughly identified themselves with its fortunes, and. lose no 
oppoi'tunity of strenuously combining with its other inhabitants in 
every good work that may be on hand.”
